Tod.l ^vho 
has writtoti Bom(3 ail.uirablo Avoiks on 
Constitutional Goveniment) Ima blnomoa 
iuto suddcu notoriety us u writer on Poli- 
tical Economy, and has contributed a 
piiper to our contemporary on tUo sub- 
ioot of the Cariboo. election. The letter 
is n Btrango mixture of politics and 
Chriatianity; cradles, and graves; happy 
families and railways; religion and cloc- 
tidn pledges; and but for the vein of 
P'eoksniffian arfoganco imd aupcrcillous- 
jiess that runs tbroiigli it from Logmning 
to end, might be treated na a valuable 
addition to the comic litoiature of tho 
day. Edgar Poo nover wrote anything 
more grim than Mr. Todd'a liyBterical 
Toferonuo to tho live electors of Oariboo 
and tho dead inmatc3 of our cemetery; 
and hi9 allusion to the "gobbling up of 
ground" by tho "seots" is irresistibly fun- 
ny; though what connection tbaJt not can 
have -with the political pledges of Mr.

I shall give no suiipnrt to alterations or 
amondmouts in tho Mining Laws unless 
thoy emanate from the minors.

This is the kind of man Mr. Todd would 
like to represent Cariboo. A tool, ii m i- 
ohiuo— a man without a tiioughtor .'.n itlea 
that was not suggo.-ted by iMr. Walkem; 
and ho afi'octs to discover that lie Um been 
betrayed by Mr. Davie's aoueptauco of of- 
lico, when if ho will turn to that gentlo- 
mau'.s hustings spefcli he will liiid 
that ho infoniiod tho electors that 
ho would "hold himself entirely indepim- 
dcnt" when now measures wore put for- 
ward. Horoarobis very v. ords ojpied 
from the Senliiiel of the 'Jlh October,

Todd's own words), and noiv lie protends 
to hi: liiglily iudignant becauso Mr. Davio 
has acted "eutU-oly independent." Mr.

The Walla Walla Tragedy. 

Tho Walla Walla Watchman gives the 
fallowiug account of the recent tragedy 

at that placo: 

About noon last Sunday Lewis, oldest 
•on of our worthy townsmau, John H. 
Foster put a revolver ill bis coat pockot 
and quietly walked up to Koborts' Grovo. 
Here ho sat down, lost, apparently in 
deep meditation. Suddenly he aroao and 
prooeeded straightway to the house of P. 
L. Huwloy.knocked at tho door, and when 
bid by tho old gentleman (who was then 
engaged in reading) to ent,?r, ho opened 
the door, stepped in and calmly inquired 
for "Laf.," tho oldest sou of Mr. ilawloy. 
Tho latter told him to bo seated, us Laf. 
was in an adjoining room drossing him- 
self. Then, while in the act of perusing 
the linos where he stopped reading, ami 
no doubt lowered his head, young Toaler 
pulled the pistol out of his pocket unob- 
served and fired, ilio ball entering tho 
crown of tho unfortunate old man's hand, 
killing him instantly. Lafayette, the sou 
referred to, sprang from his room, but, 
alaal too Into. His father was dead, yet 
who could realizo the solouin fact at that 
dreadful moment? The culprit iled, 
leaped across Major Truox's fence and 
mado for his father's house, whore he was 
arrostod. The pistol was already reload- 
ed, and wlion roinon.'itratud with about tlio 
cold-blooded deed just eomuiiltod by hiui 
he acted with a alra.ago forbidden siloneo. 
While in jail his father visited him and 
he said; "What have I done to you, that 
you should treat me so?" Mr. Ishom.his 
brothor-in-law, also wont to see him, and 
when asked how l.o was ho ans'.vorcil: "I 
need a littlo tobacco; have yon .any ?" ilo 
8oomatoknownotliing.it all about tho 
pall of Borrow which Im has thrown over 
the family circle of bis friends. His tlio 
strangoat, saddest tragedy wu over hoard 
of. They wero friends for year.s, and ne- 
ver oxchanged an uukind word. A moro 
quiet and poaco loviug man is not known 
in the coanty than tho murdered man. 
No young man in the city was moro reliv- 
ed, inofl'oniiiTO and calm than tho murder- 
er, and yet tho awful deed was done, 
throwing a wholo community into gloom 
and consternation. There is, however, 
bat one solution, and that is that the 
young man is aiiiictcd with periodical in- 
sanity, the working of which, upon the 
human mind, no man knows or is nblo to 
conjocture. Tho sympathy of the entire 
communitj* is with both families, for 
while tho sufleriug and the loss of isgr' ut 
that of tho other is endless, as ovory fa- 
ther and mother who have w.'.lclied over 
their loved ones from the cradle to the 
grave can but faintly realizs what it is to 
see them go from home to the prison cell, 
stained with the blood of a good and in- 
nocent man.

London, May 27. — The peoplo of 
Ireland have made up a purse of from 
a hundred thousand to a hundred and 
twonty-livo thousand dollars for the 
Pope. Ear the greater part of this 
came in very small subscriptions, al- 
though one county Wicklow farmer is 
said to have subscribed five thousand 
dollars. Cardinal Cullon took to 
Rome three hundred thousand dollars 
collected iu Dubliu diocese alone. The 
total amount of English Catholic pre. 
seutatious is seventy-throe thousand 
eight hundred and fifty dollars. 

Dispatches to the English envoy re- 
present unless instant stops are taken, 
the Russians will be within striking 
distance of Constantinople from ^ the 
east within a month. The Russians 
now in Asia are in a condition to attack 
Mukhtar Paaha, capture his army and 
strike for Constantinople without seri- 
ous obstacles. TheEuglish foreignoffico 
has, within a week, secured tiie exclu- 
sive use of a wire to Constantinople 
and uniutermittent correspondence has 
been carried on. The English press 
and members of parliament comment 
with bitterness on Russian deceiitiou, 
and point out that tho objects of the 
war have been ignored, and that iu- 
fitead of relieving tlieso-called outrages 
iu Bulgaria, tho Russians aro raging 
war iu the East, where English inter- 
ests aro jeopardized by every slep of 
her army.

Among the surprises of tho last few 
years none has been greater than tho 
extraordinary revival of France. An 
army is but the expression of national 
force in a certain direction, and wo 
could never have believed in a French 
army invented at this time by a Saviour 
of Society. It is because France has 
had vitality enough to recover natur- 
ally, instead of being drugged into 
cessation of pain, that her present 
military power is to be truifted, and 
some of tuo very faults iu iier organiz- 
ation for war are proofs of that spirit 
of compromise which, if carried out iu 
political life, will be the salvation of 
the country, both in peace and war. 
The army, utterly crushed and demor- 
alized six years ago, is now ablo to put 
4'15,000 men on tho frontier, with 
210,000 in tho intrenched camps, at 
the. samo timcbavingan uncoiicei:trated 
S'icond line of 325,000 and a depot ro- 
en-vo of 310,000 moro, who would bo 
gradually fitted to tako thoir places in tho 
frontline; and all this without reckoning 
the territorial army. In 1870 the utmost 
force that could be put in line within a 
month against tho enemy was 250,000 men, 
and even this comparatively small army 
was iusnflicientiy jirovided with many ro- 
qnisitoa for campaigning. Behind tho250,- 
000 were about 300,01)1) for reserves and 
garrisons. This year, accordir.g to tho 
statement of a writer iu "Blackwood," 
three weeks only would olapso buforo 
155,000 mou were in tho field, having be- 
hind thom such a mass of troops for ro- 
Rorvo, for camps and garrisons as would 
raiso the total of the active army to 1,300,- 
UOO men; nor must U bo forgotten that 
tho services of all those men would bo 
really available, because tho linos of com- 
munication and other valuable points out 
of roach of the enemy would bo 
Hufliciently guarded by tho men of 
tho territorial army, which, though 
not yet thoroughly organized, would 
bo ([iiito cnpablo of perfurniing 
Biicli subordinate tasks. It is truo that 
good aou-commissioned officers aro not 
easily to bo found for the reserves and for 
tho territorial army; nor aro the induce- 
ment* of a military life .snllioient to ra- 
laiu men iu the regular army after their 
legal term of service isexpirtal. But this 
isadillieulty by no means upociul to 
Franco. Every continental army BullVrs 
from the samo want.
